A ROVAL BIRTHDAY,. 

To-day, the Emperor of Atstria and King 
of Hungary, completes another year of his 
Jong and useful life. . Born on “August 18th, 
1830, and ascending the throne of Aystria 
al the age of 19, when the whole fabric of his 
States was dislocated by insurrection he 
seemed destined to reign ‘over a turbulent 
and discredited realm. Yet by the exercise 
of constant patience and unfailing judgment, 
by a wise departure from” old tradition and 
Pa judicious acceptance of the new order of 
things, the Emperor has, after fifty-four years, 
placed himself orice more at the head of an 
organic, progressive, and powerful European 
monarchy, whose friendship for England is 
undoubted, as testified by a small incident 
in 1900, the full eflect of which was not 
realised : until three years later. While the 
South African war. was attracting the attén- 
tion af the world in the winter af yoo, a 
‘magtiificent ball was given at the Austrian 
court, and: the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
seeing the British, French and Russian am- 
bassadors ‘standing together, walked up to 


the litle group, greeted the diplomatic’ repre- 


sentative of Great Uritain with marked cor. 
diality, and said in a voice loud eiough to 
be heard by every one in the immediate 
vicinity: “In this war J am entirely on the 
side of England.” © When the British ‘am- 
bassador, Sir, Horace ‘Rumbold, told all 
about it, theré was quite an international 
sensation for the tine being, and the most 
cordial relationship existed. In his article, 
‘the retired British. diplomatist says that, it 
may not be generally known that the Em- 
peror professed a special culle—lo use the

Sit Horace wrote, “His Majesty's attention:

‘come under my notice, I was surprised one 
day by a visit, froma high official of the 
Ministry of the Interior, sent by the imperial
